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Extracts from Wilkes’ Exploring 
Expedition.

We this week commence publishing 
from the fourth volume, having skipped 
over in om first transfer ofst to our columns 
After stiying at Vancouver for a short time, 
Com. Wilkes returns to Nisqually, to hear 
the reports of the various surveying partics 
which had been sent out, previous to Ins 
departure for the Columbia This part of 
Ins work pill be found full of interest 

- The dry b fore I left the fort, Mr. Ogden 
informed mo that he had made arrangements 
to take me as far asthe Cowlitz Farmin his 
boat, on my way to Nisqually, and desired 
that J would allow Mr. Drayton to accom- 
pany bini up the river as far as Walla-watla 

Lo both of thesa arrangements I readily as- 
sented, 

On the morning of the 17th, Vancouver 
was awake at an caly bour, and prepara- 
tions were aclively making , a voyageur oc- 
casionally was to be seen, decked outan all 
his finery, feathers, and Mowing bands, 
{ying on hts ornamental leggins, sashes, ana 
the neual worked tobacco and fire pouch 
‘Lhe latter 13 of the shaps of a ladys reti- 
cule, and generally mide of red or blue 
cloth, prettily worked with beads In work- 
ing them the wives of the officers of the 
Company exercise geat taste, and it 1s 
deemed fully as essential a part of dress in 
a Voyageurs wardrobe as sn a Jady’s. The 
simple bag does not, however, afford sufa- 
cient scope tor ornament, and it tas usually 
several long fads tou, which dre worked 
with silk of gaudy colois 

The Iadics of the country are dressed af- 
ter am own bygone fashions, with the ex- 
ceplion of legging, made of ied and blue 
eloth, richly ornamented. ‘Then feet, which 
aie small and petty, are covered with 
worked moccasins Many of them have a 
dignibed look and carriage > their bldtk eyes 
and har, and brown ruddy complexion, com- 
bined with a pleasing eapression, give them 
an air of miependence and usefulness that 
ono little otpects to sco As wives, they 
are spoken of as most devoted, and many 
of them have performed deeds m the hour 
of danger and difficulty, worthy of being 
recorded, They understood the chatacters 
of Indiang well. 

About ten@elock, we were all summoned 
fo the great dining hall of Dr. M’Laughhin, 
to take the pmung cup customary m this 
country, When all were assembled, wine 
was poured ont, and we diank loeach othar’s 
wellare, prosperity, &c. This was truly a 
cup of good-fellowship and kind fecling — 
This hanging ta old Scotch customs m the 
way in Was done hord is pleasant, and car- 
ries with st pleasing recollections, especially 
when thero 18 that warmth of fechng with 
it, that thoe was on this occasion, After 
this was over, we formed quite a cavalcade 
to the rivar-side, which was now gwollen to 
the top of itsebanks, and’ rushing by with 
irresistible force. 

» On ylang the river, we found one of 
Mr. Ogleng boats manned by fourteen voy- 

ageurs, all gaily diessed m them iibands and 

Plumes, tho former tied in laigo bunches 

of divers colors, with numerous ends font- 
ing m the breeze, Tho bout wag somewhat 

ol the model of our whale bouts, only much 

Tager, and of the hind built capressly to ac- 

commatate the trade’ they are provided 
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yearly at Okanigan, and mo consttyeted in 
a few days+ they are clinker-burlt, and all 
the timbers are flat. These boats are so 
light that thoy are easily carried across the 
poilages They use the gum of the pine 
to cover them instead of pitch, 

Afler having a hearty shake of the hand, 
Captain Varncy, Mi. Ogden, and myself, 
embarked ‘The signal being given, we 
ehoved off, and the voyageuts nt onee rtruck 
up one of thar boat songs. After paddling 
up the stream forsame dislance, We made a 
graceful sweep to reach tho centie, and 
passed by the epeclato's with great ania. 
lion. The boat aud voyageurs seemed a 
fit object io pact the Wide Howie river, 
On we meirily went, while cach voyageur 
in succession took up the song and all jomed 
w the chorus, In iwo homs and a hall we 
reached the mouth uf the Cowlitz, a distance 
of thuty-fiye miles 
-—]n-the-Gowhtz-we-found a strong-current. 
to contend against, and by nightfall had 
only proceeded twelve milea further As 
we encamped, the weather changed, and 
ram began to fall, which lasted tll next 
mouning 

Thad much amusement m watching the 
Voyageurs, who are as peculiar in their way 
as sailors. J wag struck with their studious 
politeness and attention to cach other, and 
ther constant cheerfulness. 

Ou the second day, our voyageurs had 
dofid their finery, and their hats were care- 
fully covered with oiled skins, They thus 
appeared moie prepared for hard work — 
Phe current became every mle more rapid, 
and the difhculty of surmounting it greater, 
The management of the boats in the rapids 
1s dexterous and full of excitement, as well 
to the passengers as to the voyageurs thems 
selses The bowman ıs the most important 
man, giving all the directions, and is held 
responsible for the safety of the boat, and 
his keen eye and quick hand in the use of 
his paddle, delights and inspires a confidence 
in hin in moments of danger that is given 
without stint. We did not make more than 
ten miles during the day, and were forced 
to encamp three miles below the farm. 

On the 19th we reached onr destination 
On our approach, although there were no 
spectators, except a few Inihanc, to be ex- 
pected, the voyageurs again mounted ther 
finery, and gatly chaunted ther boat song 

Mr. Ogden had been one of the first who 
traveled over this pait of (he country, and 
he informed methat he has seen the whole 
country mundated by thë rise of the river 
This, however, can but rarely occur, and 
could only be the result of a sudden melting 
of the snows when accompamed with vio- 
lent rain storms. , 

Plumondon had gone before, to request 
Mr Porrest to send the wagon for our bag- 
gage, and we found it duly warung al tho:

To Messrs Moore, ITurd and othe s— 

"In accordance wrth the instructions given 
through you, as a committee of arrange- 
ments, by the citizens of Washington Terri- 
tory, to us asa committee to view out a 
practicable wagon road from Puget Sound 
across the Cascade mountains — having 
crossed from the Yelm praine to Yakima 
valley, by a tiail some 25 miles north of 
Mount Ramer—we now lay before you 
the result of our observations. 

We supposed when leaving Oly mpia that 
tbe most feasible route would be that des- 
cribed by Mr. Blanchet sn his Journal of 
1848, but upon reaching John Edgar's we 
were assured by the Indians that the trail 
was then impassable on account of snow, 
and that the trail spoken of above was the 
only feasible one $ 

June 5th, we left Yelm prairie and cross-

At the Cascade, during the fishing sca- 
son, there are about three hundred Indians, 
ouly about one-tenth of whom are residents 


1» of opinion that the point on which the 
pine forest stands, has been undermined by 
the great currents dung the freshets, and 
that it has sunk bodily down until the trees 
were entnely submerged The whole mass 
appears to be so matted together by the 
roots asto prevent their separation, Chan- 
ges, by the same undermining process were 
observed to be going on continually m other 
parts of the river. ’ 

On the 39th of June, they had a fuyora- 
ble wind, but it blew so hard that they were 
obliged to reef their sail, and afterwards 
found the waves and wind too heavy for 
thcm to run without great danger; they in 
consequence put on shore until i abated.— 
In these forty miles of the river, it usually 
blows a gule from the westwaid in the sum- 
mer season, almost datly 

In the evening they reached within seven 
miles of the Dalles, and four below the mis- 
sion, Here the roar of the water at the 
Dalles was heard distinctly 

‘Lhe country had now assumed a different 
aspect; the trees began to decrease in nnm- 
ber, and the land to look dry and burnt up 
Before pitching their tents, the men were 
beating about the bushes to drive away the 
rattlesnakes, a number of which were kill- 
ed, and preserved as specimens. 

In the morning they were again on their 
route, and reached Little river, hom which 
the station of the Methomst mission isthree

effectually cures it, indeed, it 18 said that, 
meat of any kind dried m this climate nev- 
er becomes putrid hree dr four days are 
sufficient to dry a large matfull, four inches 
deep The cured fish 1s then pounded into 
a long basket, which will contain about 
eighty pounds, put up in this way, 1f kept 
dry. 1t will keep for three years 

During the fishing season, the Indians 
live entirely on the heads, hearts, and offal 
of the salmon, which they string on atichs, 
and roast over a small fire. 

The fishing here is very much after the 
manner of that at Willamette Falls, except 
that there is no necessity for planks to stand 
on, as there are great conveniences. at the 
Dalles for pursuing this Gshezy. “Shey use 
the hooks and spears, attached to long poles

The follownig letter from Gov. Doty, of 
Wisconsin, to tha President, presents eon- 
siderations worthy of notice, We stated a 
ay or two since, that.

Doty ıs that over which Gen. Stevens 
1310 pass, thus ats feasibility will soon be 
known. The Milwaukee Wisconsin says, 
that there is no doubt that it 19 now the best 
route for enngrants from ithe» Northern 
States tthe Pacific, taking their ‘departore 
from the Mississippi at the Falls of St An- 
thony, The Wisconsin ig informed that 
the Legislature of Minnesota has granted a 
charter to Gov. Doty and hig associates, to 
construct a railroad on the route, and that a 
company undei the charter will be orgam- 
zed dung the ensuing Summer It strikes 
us that the valley of the lakes have a deep 
interest in this roule: 5 
To Hs Ercellency, Franklin Pure. 

“Str --An appropriation having been 
made by Congress to enable the President to 
cause explorations and reconnoissances to 
be made of routes for raihoads to the Paci- 
fic, I beg leave to suggest, as one of those 
worthy of examinatton, the route from Lake 
Superior to Puget Sound 

It ıs five hundred miles shorter than any 
other route 

It passes over a country, every mile of 
which can be settled, and ts highly desira~ 
ble for settlement, there beng an abundance 
of timber, water, and praine 

It crosses no large rivers, but passing 
the upper branches of the Mississippi, where 
the mainstream ts not-navigable; it-touches 
only the smaller branches of the. Missoun, 
and, strihing the east branch of the north 
fork of the Columbia River, follows that 
stream to tts most western curve, which 18 
wethin one hundred miles of Bellingham 
Bay 

‘Lhere will be less snow in the mountains 
upon this route than upon one further 
south - 

Commeneing at the head of Lake Supe- 
rior, the pomt of termination in the centre 
of (he continent of the channel of commu- 
nicalion formed by nature, from the Atlan. 
hie Ocean westward, this route is a continu- 
ation of that Jne and must mevitably be- 
come the thoroughfare—the highway of 
Nalions—for the trade and travel between 
England, he: Provinces, the northern part 
of the United States, and China and the 
East Indies 

To tins vid, and directly connecteg, with 
the quesuon of the free navigation of the 
St Lawrence, I haye thought it might with 
piopiiety become the subject of a treaty 
between the United States and Great Bri- 
tan 

1 am authorized to say, that capitalists are 
prepared to constructa railway upon this 
route, with or without governmental aid, if 
the permission of Government can be ob- 
tained

WALLA-WALLA 

The Dalles 15 one of the most remarkable 

Pe upon the Columbia. ‘The river is 
ere compressed into a itarrow channel, 
three hundred feet wide, and a half a mie 

Jong; the walls are perpendicular, flat on 

the top, and comnosed of basalt, the river 

forms an elbow, being situated in an amphi- 
theatre, extending several miles to the north- 
west, and closed in by a high basalue wall 

From appearances, one ts led to conclude 

that in former times (he atver made a straight 

course oyer the whole; but, having the 
channel deepor, 13 now confined within the 
present limits Mr Drayton, on inqutry of 
an old Indian, through Mr. Ogden, Iearned 
that he believed that m the time of his fore- 
fathers they went up straight in their ernoes 

Besides the main channel, there aro fou 
or five other smail canals, through which the 
water passes when the river is igh these 
are buta few feet across The river falls 
about fifty feet in the distance of two miles, 
and the greatest riso between high and low 
water mark, 1s sixty-two feet This graet 
rise ig caused by the accumulation of water 
in the river above, which is dammed by this 
Narrow pass, ard is constantly increasing, 
until it backs the waters, and overflons many 
Jow grounds and islands above. The tre 
mendous roar arising fiom the rushing of the 
river through this outlet,, with the mang 
whirlpools and eddies which it causes, may 
be more readily imagined than described. 

The boat was repaired by the afternoon, 
and an express was despatched up the river 
to Wallawalla, in order to prepare the post 
for the reception of the brigade, and inform 
tho gentleman who had charge of it that he 
would be required to move to the north with 
tho brigade The officers of the Company 
have but little time allowed them to attend 
totheir comforts so completely are they 
under the control of accident, that they are 
lable to be called upon at any moment— 
Their rights, however, are looked to as 
much as possible, and the great principle 
adopted as the incentive to action, is tne ad- 
vancement.they may obtam by thar own 
merit, through which alone they can get for- 
ward. In consequence of adhering to this 
Principle, the Halon Bay Company are al- 
ways woll served. ‘lhe disipline that 1s 
preserved is the very best, aud sits hehily 
upon all. Those who do not moct with àd- 
vancement havo tome great fault in a trad- 
er’s eyes. The enterpriso and energy re- 
quired to servo this Company well js of no 
ordinary land, and few iñen exhibit more of 
both these qualities than those I met with 
in its employ. ? 

On the moining of the 4th July, they be- 
gan to pasa the portage, which 1s a mile in 
length. It is very rugged, and the weather 
, being exceedly warm, many of the Indians 
were employed to transport articles on their 
horses, of whrolf they havé a large number. 
It required seventy men to transport the 
boata, whioti were carried over bottom up- 
wards, the gunwalo resting on the men’s 
shoulders, By night all was safely trans 
ported, the bonb newly gummed, and the 
€iicampmicnt formed on a sandy beach Tho 
emid, ın consequence of the high wind, was 
blown about in great quantities, and every 
body and thing Was literally covered with it. 

rom the high bulls on tho southern bank

of this prospect was made up of rolling, bar 
ren, and arid nils These hills, as well as 
the country nearer at hand, were covered 
with a natural hay or bunch-grass, which 
affords very nutritigus food for cattle. 

The rpisstonanes have been stationed at 
the Dalles singest838. The primary ob- 
ject of this mission 13, in the first place, to 
give the Gospel to the Indians, and next to 
teach them such arts of civilization as shall 
enable them to improve their condition, and 
by degrees to hecome an enlightened com- 
munity Thee are many difficulties that 
the missionary has to contend with, an first 
coming among these people, none of which 
are greater than thé want of knowledge of 
their true character The missionaries, after 
a full opportunity of Lnowing these Indians, 
conzide: covetousness as then prevailing sin, 
whioh 1s exhibited m lying, dishonest traffic, 
gambling, and horse-.acing OF the latter 
they are extremely fond, and are continual- 
ly desirous of engaging init This sport 
frequently produces contentions, which often 
end in blood-shed Stealing prevails to an 
alarming extent scarcely any thing that can 
be removed 19 safe. The missionaries have 
several times had iheir houses broken open, 
and their property more or less damaged — 
The stealing of borses in particular is very 
common, but after being broken down they 
aie sometimes Teturned, There are but 
few chiefa_ to whom the appeal for redress 
can bo made, and they can exercise but hit- 
tle control over such a lawless crew Those 
who gather here are generally the very 
worst of the tribes around 

The number of Indians withm the Dalles 
missicn 1s reckoned at about two thousand , 
1n bul few of these, however, has any 8) mp- 
tom of reform shown uself They frequent 
{he three great salinon-fisheries of the Go- 
lumba, the Dalles, Cascades, and Chutes, 
and a few were found at a salmon-fishery- 
about twenty-five miles up the Chutes river 

The season for fishing salmon, which is 
the eutef arlicle of food in Uns country, lasts 
during five months, from May to Septem- 
ber The country also furmshes quantities 
of berries, nuts, roots, and game, consisting 
of bears, elk, and deer, but, owing to the 
tmprovidence of the native inhabitants, they 
are, notwithstanding thie ample supply of 
articles of food, oftentimes on the verge of 
slarvation. 

After the fishing and trading ggason is 
over, they retire to their villages, afd pass 
the rest of the year in machivity, consuming 
the food supplied by the labours of the pre- 
ceding summer , and as the season for fish- 
ing comes round, they agam resort lo the 
fisheries This 1s the ordinary course of 
life among these Indians, whose dissipation 
has been already spoken of, and will claim 
more attention hereafter 

Heré agam some others demanded their 
annual token from the brigade for past ser- 
VCES, 

The country about the Dalles 1s broken, 
and the mussionaries report that this 1s the 
case for some mules around, There are, 
hawever, also some plains and table-lands, 
which are considered as very valuable, be~ 
ing well watered with springs and small 
streams , excellent for giazing, and well 
supphed with trnber—oak and pine The 
soil varices in quality, and portrons ol it are 
very nich. Garden vegetables succeed, but 
require irrigation Potatoes also must be 
watered, by which mode of culture they 
succeed well. Coin and peas can be raised 
4 suficient quantities. Wheat produces 
about twenty-five bushels to the acre tms 
ig not, however, on the best land They 
sow m October and March, and harvest be- 
gine towards the end of June 

The climate 1s considered healthy, the 
atmosphere 1s dry, and there aro no dews. 
Fiom May, tl) November but little ram 
falls, but in winter they have much yam and 
snow The cold is seldom great, alfhough 
duning the winter preceding our arrival the 
thermometer fell to—1S deg. Fahrenheit. 
The groatest heat experrenced m summer 
was 100 deg in the shade, but, even atter 
tho hottest days, the mghts are cool and 
pleasant 

At daylight, on the 3d July, the goods 
were all embarked. When they reached 
the Chutes, they again mode a portage of 
their goods for a quatter of a mile, andin an 
hour anda half they were again on their 
way. During very Ingh water, the fall, 
whence the place takes its name, 19 not vis- 
ible, but when it is low, there tsa fall of 
ten feet perpendicular, that occupies nearly 
the whole breadth of the rivers It as im- 
possible to pass this fall nt low water, but 
when the river ts syoler, boats shoot at 
with eago and safety. The Columbia, from 
the Chutus ag far as John Day’s river is fill- 
éd with rocks whieh occaston dangerous 
rapids. i :

At their encampment, Mr, Drayton found 
a large burying-place, from which he was 
desnous of getting a skull , but, to the sur- 
prise of the party, several Indians made 
tbeir appearance and preyented xt. ‘I'he 
corpses Were placed above ground, in thers 
clothing, and then sewed up ina skin or 
blanket , and the personal properly of each 
individual was placed near the body over 
all were laid a few boards of native con- 
struction, placed as a kind of shed to pro- 
tect them from the weather. 

All along this river, from the Dalles up, 
there is not a piece of wood giowing, and 
except occasionally a duft log, there is noth- 
ing large: than a splinter tobe found AJ 
the wood used for cooking 1s bough fiom the 
Indians, who follow the bugado for many 
miles with a long pole or piece of a log, 
which they sell for a small piece of tobacco 

The Indians also brought for sale several 
hares, which were luge and of extremely 
fine flavor, 

The country continues to be, as far as can 
be seen on every side, a barien and sterile 
wasle, covered with a white sand mixed 
with rounded and washed pebbles AH that 
it produces 1s a little grass, some Wood, and 
a species of small chetus, filled with long 
winte spincs, so hard and sharp that if trod- 
den upon they will penctrate the leather of 
a boot. 

On the Gth of July the brigade reached 
the foot of the Grand Rapids, up which the 
boats were tracked. ‘They afterwards pass- 
ed along ihe foot of Giand Rapid Hills, 
which are composed of Lasalt, old lava, and 
gcor These bills are steep on the river 
side, and are fast crumbling away and fall- 
ing mto the stream 

Eighteen miles below Walla-walla they 
passed the Windmill Rock, about which are 
a number of curious basaltic peaks On 
approaching Walla-walla the scenery be- 
comes grand the country ts broken into 
volcanic peaks, formmg maty fantastic 
shapes, resembling figures and colossal 
heads many of them are seen cither insu- 
lated or ın groups, some of them are Lnown 
under the name of the Nine-pius 
this pass of volcanic rocks the wind rushes 
wilh great violence in summer, to supply 
the rarfied portion above The brigade

That gold exists m 
our Territory I do not for n moment doubt, 
for I have seen some that has been found in 
the immediate vicinity of both the Cascade 
and Olympic mountains, and of the purest 
quality too, but that the secking for ıt can 
ever be madea profe/able business, 1 certai- 
ly very much question, and were I called 
upon for advice by any one desirous of mak- 
10g a fortune” by the discovery of-goldan 
this Territory, I should assuredly counsel 
him to stick to his legitimate business and 
leave to others the search for 1t Now let 
us take a calm and dispassionate view of 
California as 1t was, 18, and probably will be 
Six years ago tts geography, even, waa but 
imperfectly known to the great mass of the 
people in our country and to but few, very 
few minds, did the thought ever occur, that 
so soon Would their be 4 rush of determin- 
ed men from every city, town, village and 
hamlet in our great confederacy to this new 
í Fl-Dorado”? of the West, and that ina 
space of time so extremely short, as to make 
ono’almost believe that the wand-cf-the-ma~- 
gician had swept over it, become a wealthy 
and powerful sovereign State of om glori- 
ons and universally respected Republie — 
And to what is California mainly indebted 
for her unparalleled success and present 
greatness? Simply to the immense deposits 
of gold that have been found within her 
borders. There 1s nota sane man m our 
country so totaly reckless of his reputation 
as a person of reason and sense, who dares 
to make the asserlton, that California would 
now be an important member of the great 
family of States, and San Trancisco the most 
important and flourishing sea-port on the 
Pacific Coast, had gold not been found in 
her mountain ranges and river beds, There 
13 another fact, to my mind, connected with 
our southern neighbor, of which many prob- 
ably have not thought, and that 1s, that for 
her future prosperity she must depend rath- 
er upon her agricultural and commercial 


den in the quartz rocks of her mountains 
andın the beds of her streams, I do not 
mean to say that her mines are exhausted, 
or that they wall not be worked with great

Now, however, such tales will not be re- 


ceived as truth by the more intelligent, for 
they know that’ many of the quartz miming 
companses are now operating in some of the 
richest “ Jeads ” in the State, with machin- 
ery manufactured upon the most approved 
and scientific principles, and so very perfect 
m gil thoir arrangemonts ag to leave no pos- 
sible chance for the most ingenious Yankee 
to suggest an improvement, and still with 

reat loss. For my part, Í honestly believe 
that in mine cases, out of ten, these quartz 
mining companies are organized by unscru- 
palous speculators and men of desperate for- 
tunes, anil that those are selected to manage 
affairs who have the best knowledge of hu- 
man nature—can toll the most plausible story 
to the unsuspicious and innocent seekor after 
gold, and wheedle the credulous out of the 
greatest number of dollars for a share m 
their mncomparably rich i claim. 

This article will probably be read by 
many men in our Ternlory who propose 
dropping at orice and át no matter what sac- 
rifice, any business that they may be enga- 
ged in, atthe very first intelhgence they 
may receive of the discovery of gold, and 
rush forthwith to the mountains to try their 
fuck once moré ai the old business. „To 
such I would say, weigh well the above 
truths And profit by thom. Ps

Loss of an American Ship and nearly Th 0 
Hundred Lives. 
The New York Ze ald has the follow 
particulars of this disaster: 


“The barque William & Mary, command- 
ed by Captain Stinson, left Liverpool about 
two months ago, wath two hundred and aight 
passengers, principally emigiants, and a car. 
go of railroad iron, for New Orleans, ‘On 
the 3d of May, they entered the dangerous 
channels of the Bahamas, with the most un- 
favorable weather ; the shy was clouded, the 
wmd blowmg strong from the south-east, 
with a heavy sea. About seven o'clock m 
the moinmg, the barque passed € the Hote in 
the Wall? the most southern point of the 
Island of Abaco, so called fiom one of the 
most promifent rocks on the coast being 
perforated with a largo hole, which 1s visible 
a considerable distance atsen. Passing this 
in safely, Captain Stinson steered for Sturup 
Key, which at 12 M was ten mites dietant, 
the weather becoming more clouded and the 
wind increasing ` 


Till the afternoon, the vessel kept on her 
course without accident of ahy kind, but at 
half-past eight o’clock she stinck on a sunks 
en rock, ot which she romanet for about 
fifteen minutes, during which time sho re- 
ceived extensive damage, The captmn, it 
appears, had at sunset lost sight of the hey, 
and supposed that it Jay to the south, as he 
bad steered north-west from 12 o'clock. A 
few minutes before the accident, however, 
he changed his course, steering west by 
south, and did not discover his mistake untit 
the moment the barque struck. The scene 
presented on board the doomed s essel at (hig 
moment was lerrble in the extreme. About 
fifteen mimutes elapsed before she wore off , 
but she had searsely got clear of this rock 
when she struck on another, and-began to 
fill with water go rapidly as fo ronder all la. 
bor at the pumps utterly useless. At mid- 
night the water had gained so rapidly on the 
sinking vessel that it was four feet in the 
hold, and at four A, M. eight feet Scaice- 
ly had the day dawned when it was announ- 
ced that there were ten feet of water in the 
hold, and the pumps were abandoned ın des- 
pair 


Tho boats, the last resort of the terror- 
stricken passengers, wero unshipped from 
the davits, but of four or five all except two 
were swamped ‘The Captain and his crew, 
and about thnty passengers got into these, 
the remainder, nuoibering little leas than (wor 
huadred souls, betng left, from terrible ne- 
cessity, to therr fate Thore they stood on 
the deck, vainly calling for that assistance 
which st was impossible to render without 
risking the lives of the fow who had got in- 
tothe boats. Ina few minutes after they 
left the vessel went down, and all on board, 
numbering about one hundred and seventy 
human beings, perished. Finding it impos- 
sible to keep the boats together, theyw ero 
compelled to separate, and after tossing 
about some houra the ¢rew and passengers 
in them were picked up. It would appear 
that one of the boats was manned enurely 
by the crow—all the passengers being 
crowded mto the other Of this, however, 
we are not certain, but supposed that there 
were threo or four of the crew in the boat 
contaimng the passengers. 


After beating about for several hours, as 
we have said, the captain, first and second 
mates, and crew were taken up by Capt. 
Edward Cobb, of the brig Reuben Carver, 
hound from Sagua La Grande to this port 
The haste with which they wore compelled 
to leave the vessel rendered it impossible 
for them to save any property, and some 
were glad to escape only half dressed Capt. 
Cobb informed us that he saw the passengers 
taken up by a vessel which he supposed to 
be Enghsh, so that no apprehensions need 
be entertamed of the passengers who made 
their escape in the boat ”

We now began to bake daily, ond suc- 
ceeded so well after a day or two, that the 
wholo ship’s company was daily supplied 
with full rations of soft bread, causing an 
tnportent Saving in our store of sea-biscunt 
Tlearned, immediately upon my return, 
that tho surveys under Licutenant Com- 
mandant Ringgold and Lieutenant Case, 
were making tapid progress. The former, 
with the force under him, had completed a 
large portion of Admiralty Inlet; the lat- 
ter had finished Hood’s Canal, and had re- 
turned fo fake up the survey of Puget 
Sound. A report having been made to me, 
that one of the eyc-pieces of the theodolite 
had been lost in Ifood’s Canal, Lieutenant 
udd was ordered to reheve ‘Lieutenant 
Cage, and tha latter was despatched to search 
for it Licutenant Caso proceeded m a 
boat well armed, and visited all the stations 
he had before occupied, and became well 
satisfied that it bad been stolen While

At the southern extremity of Hood’s Ca 
nal, there is a large inlet, called Black 
Cieck, by which ‘he Indians communicate 
with the Chickeelees and Columbia rivers. 

Before reaching the sonthern end of the 
canal, the rocky shore of the west side, near 
Mount Olympus, had gradually sloped iste 
low land, witha thickly wooded‘and goud 
soil, Í 

Atthe estreme end of the canal, there 
was also a wide creeh, which had an exten- 
sive mud-flatatits mouth, This is the case 
with all the ciecks that empty into these 
waters. The water in the centre of the 
sound 1s {00 deep for anchorage ; but there 
are several good harbors, of all which sur- 
veys were made. They will be found in 
the Hy drographical Atlas, 

‘There is plenty of water in the small 
harbors ; and some few of them have water 
enough runmng mto them to tura mills — 
There isno very great extent of country 
for cultivation, and the climate 1s very simi- 
lar to that exspeisenced at Nisqually The 
survey beiug completed. the boats returned 
to the ship on the 3d of July. 

During this time we liad been steadily 
employed at the observatory, and by the 4th 
Ibad completed the pendulum and astro- 
nomical observations. 

Wishing to-give the crew a holiday on 
the anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and to allow them ta have a full 
day’s frohe and pleasme, they were allowed 
to barbecue an os, which tho company’s 
agent had obligingly sold me.

Extracts from Wilkes Exploring 
Expedition. 
[Continued } 
PUGET SOUND AND OKONAGAN 
1$41. 

The observatory duties being completed, 
Tact out, with Lieutenant Budd and Mr. 
Eld, in three borts, to join the surveying 
party under Lieutenant Case Mr. Ander 
enn accompanied ur, on a sisit tothe Shute’s 
River Falls, where we intended to take 
horses to ride to thv Bute Praime, with some 
merto open several of the mounds, to dis- 
cover their conteofs, if they had any. 

By the stupiday of the Indian guide, we 
took the wrong atm of the sound, and did 
not discover our error until we reached its 
extreme Innit, where, as aight overtook us, 
we were forced to encamp, 

‘Lhe next day, however, we reached the 
fills, which were insignificant, bothain herght 
and volume of water = ‘This arin, which J 
havo called Budd's, is a find harbor, nine 
miles in depth, and about halfa mile wide, 

After forming our encampment near by, 
(which was surrounded by Siingias in full 
blossom,) and giving Liculenant Budd and 
Mr Eld orders, Mr. Anderson and myself, 
with six men, set off for the Bute Prairie, 
with shovels and pehs We reached the 
place nbout 4 o’elock, through a rain which 

®had wet the bushes and undergrowth so 
much, that in passing through the Indien 
trails, we weie completely drenched. These 
bushes consisted principally of Rubus and 
Alder, On our routo we passed several 
bedutiful and seclu'ed prairies, of excellent 
soil, and covered with many flowers, ‘Tho 
mièn began their digging early in the morn- 
ing. These mounds have been formed by 
scraping the su face carth together in a heap. 
The soil, therefore, is very ueh, and they 
have a rank growth of vegétation on them 
Mach of this mth caith or mould must have 
been brought frum a distance, The regular- 
ny of tlieir construction and shape, as well 
as the epace over whieh they are scattered, 
ate surprising  Althoiigh Í could ovtain no 
direct information respecting them, J was 
one dry told that the redicite-man gather- 
ed his herby from them, to make the decoc- 
ons with which he effects his cures ` 

Although all tradition concerning them 
may be lost, yet the custom of these medi- 
éihe-men may have survived, and taking in- 
fo’considerat‘on the influence they have had 
and still fave over the tribe, it ië possible 
that their predecessors might have had 
romethiig to do with the formation of these 
monuments, ‘They cetamly aro fot places 
of burial. They bear tho tharks of savage 
Jabor, sind’are suth an undertaking as would 
es required thé united effoits of a whole 
triba, ` f 4 , 

The hole, whioh was dug directly in the 
centre, was about four feet in dinméter, At 
the depth pf about .arx feet was found a kind 
of pavement of round stones, laid on the 
subsoil of red gravel. No srticles of ony 
description were discovered in the mounds, 
which scenied to be grouped in fives, as 1m 
tho figure annexed, Alfhough. thera is a 
ei resemblance among them, they evi- 

ently have beon'constriicted successiy ely, 
and at intervals of soveral years. T heard 
it siiggested that they had been farmed by 
watcr-courses, but this J view'as impossible 
for thay are situated on n level prairie, and 
are at Teast n thousand in number,

than hio-liad anticipated, This tribe, só far 
as réspecté the abjlity of éommitung depre: 
dations onthe whites, is quite harmless, and 
is rapidly thinning of through discaées con 
tracted by a change of -habié, They afe 
all of a wandering character; and cha 
thefr-rendencest in--sedtohe“of-jheinsfand, 
which cousists principally of fish, particu- 
larly of shell-fish; Clams are seen in great 
quantities among them, strung on stiche, up- 
on which they haye been preserved by, dry+ 
ing and emohing. The alsostore up pound- 
ed saluion, and the camass-root Jn the fall 
and winter they are supplied with’an abund- 
anc¢ of game and wild fowl, on which they 
then lise; .but they are not upon the whole 
well fed, as they are little disposed to exert 
themselves to procure a‘supply of food, 
when they are not im actual want. In the 
winter several families lve together in their 
large board lodges: when the spring comes 
on they again break up, and resort in small 
parties to those places where they can ob- 
tam their food most easily, ‘Plus tribe, as 
as the case with mast of those jn the territo- 
ry, speak a peculiar language among them 
selves, but in communication with others 
they use the Chinook language, 

As the spring is opening, small parties 
of these Indians may be frequently segn on 
ther way, with their goods, and chattels 
tied on their horses back, or in small canoes, 
to the different cammas and fishing grounds, 

Dunng the salmon fishery, vast shoals ol 
young herring are eeen, which the Indians 
take with a kindof rake attached to the pd- 
dle. The herring are used for bait, for the 
salmon, ‘Their hooks are mada in an inge- 
wous manner of the yew tree, anu are strong 
and capable of catching the large fish — 
They are chiefly employed in thang for 
fish A species of rock cod is also abund- 
ant, some of which exceed filty pounds in 
weight. Flounders are also to be had m 
great quantifies,

On the 12h, at seven o,clock, we began 
out surveying operations, and after a hard 
day’s work, oan Licuteriant ‘Case’s patty, 
when I took charge of the whole. M 
force, which now corisisted of ‘seven ‘boats 
antl their-crews, Was sufficiently ‘strong to 
make rapid progress : the putting up of sig- 
nals, fhe triarigdlation, and sounclings, were 
all-carried on at thè samé time. ` Wheniwe 
teached our encampment at night, the roùgli 
draft of our day’s work way completed) 
We continued thus-enploy ed until the 17th, 
when we reached the ships, having complet- 
ed the surveys of all the numeraug branch-
